Driven desperate by a phy=ician's ad-
vice that he was euffering from n seri-
ous discase, Joseph Powers, twentye«
two years old, 8307 DPenrose nvenue,
teled to commit suieide shortly nfter
#:30 o'clock this morning by leaping
from the Walnut street bridge Into the
Behuylkill River.

At the Polyclime Hospital where he
wis tnken after belng rescued by pos
lice, Powers sald he was employed by
the American Stores Company and had
taken the morning off to visit a doctor
who has an office in Market street near

h.

The physictan, he sald, told him he

was in a sorious condition and after

ting treatment gave him a small
bottle containing a liquid to rub on hla
arm. When Powers reached the street
once more he was almost frantic and
determined to end his life,

In an automoblle, said to have been
porrowed by him, he drove to the mid-
dle of Walnut street bridge where he
nlighted and, after dulnini the con-
tents of the bottle, which he believed
to be polson, polsed for several reconds
on the bridge rall, and then plunged
downward, striking the water flat on
bis back.

Potrolmen Ses Death Leap

Patrolmen Sydney Miller nnd John
MeFarland, attached to the police bont
Reyburn, which was lying about 500
yards from the bridge, witnessed the
death plunge. They launched a small
yowhont nand went to the spot where
they had scen Powers strike, Powers
came to the surface when they were
severnl yards distant.  Miller quickly
threw off his cont and shoes and leaped
fnto the river.

He reached the drowning man as he
was going down a second time and threw
his arms nbout Powers' neck.

They wstruggled in the water until
MceFarland arrived with the rowboat
and two policemen lifted Powers out of
the water.

As he lay in the bottom of the boat
Powers whispered :

“Why didn't you leave me alone?
I've taken poison and want to die,'

When the patrolmen reached shore
they eommandeered an automobile and
took the unconscions man to the Poly-
clinie Tospital,  Physictans there say
the bottle contained aleohol,

Witness Tells of Plunge

Julius  Bepdensehmide, 82T North
Fifth streer, was a witness to the nt-
tempt at suicide,  He divects the load-

about twenty feet from the brldge, He
said :

“I snw  the man drive onto the
bridge and get out of his car. He

More than 0500 local customers will bear
part of the estimated £5,000,000 loss.

In number of creditors the failure
is one of the most disastrous in Wall
Street hiltor&:’o It is belleved that
about $2,000, can be salvaged, The
failure of the bond house, which was a
memhber of the Conmolidated Btock FEx-
change, 18 comparable with the fallure
of B. D. Dier & Co., with the differ-
ence that whereas criminal action is
Erobah!e-in the case of Dier, it would
e difficult to prosecute on customers’
complaints against Fuller owing to the
foreslght of the Fuller nttorneys.
